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DETAILED ACTIONS 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recitation of such 
that a secured spoke is oriented perpendicular to said first end wall" in claim 1 must be 

- shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new.matter. should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 -5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 11-12, the phrase "such that a secured spoke is oriented perpendicular 
to said first end wall" "is 'odniFusrng^sIf is undear how this particular structure, a secured 
spoke, relates to a plurality of spokes recited above. Also, it is unclear which particular 
structure applicant is referring to by a secured spoke and how the secured spoke being 
perpendicular to the first end wall of the housing is achieved when the drawing shows 
the bicycle spokes extending along the length of the housing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 -5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
None of the references of record suggests an inflation device, wherein a plate is 
removably attached to a frame of a bicycle such that said axle extends through said 
plate, said plate being selectively abutted against said disc such that said disc rotates 
when abutting said plate and rotating around the axle. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Merry, and Harriger are cited to show related inflation device for bicycle comprising 
means for adjusting the pressure exerted on the pump.
